Mahler Work Injustice
on Mme. Gerhardt’s Art

Korngeld Opera - Sung

Mme. Jeritza Brings Rare
Charm to Role Which She
Introduced Last Year

By H..E. Krehbiel

Mr. Dirk Foch and Mr, Gatli invited
the patrons of the City Symphony
Orzhestra and the Meatropolitan Opera
to epend a large portion of the aftor-
neon and evening of yeteerday in
mortuary meditation. At the Town
Hall the sixth symphonic concert since
last Bunday took place. There was an-
other by the Philharmonic F lety at
the College of the City of New York
in the evening, making the seventh af-
fair of its kind in five days, and in the
two days remaining of this eventful
week there will be five more orchestral
concerts. The cultivation of high-class
musie, a term which seems to be
gynonymous with the exploitation of
conductors, goes on apace, and perhaps
wa shall soon see the time when our
5,000,000 of people will enll for musical
pabu[ui‘n exclusively symphonic, or at
least, orchestral. It is now offered, in
a decidedly commendable form, by &\‘Ir
Rothafel in association with moving
pictures and vaudeville at the Capitol
Thenter, a proceeding at which we are
by no means disposed to eavil.

But this is not what we intended to
descant upon when we began writing.
What was in our mind wae the cireum-
stance that for three-quarters of an
hour, or thereaboute, in the afternocon,
wo were asked to listen to meditations
on the death of children and for three
houre in the evening to 4 musico-dra-
matic etudy of a morbid mind of a man
perplexed in the extreme between de-
votion to a dead wife and sensual de-
sire stimulated by a momenlary asso-
eiation with a woman who in voice and
feature resembled the eonsort who hud
gone into the beyond. Mr, Foch guave
us the five “Kindertoten-iieder” by
Ritekert set to music by Mahler; Mr,
Gatti the opera “Die tote Stadt,” com-
posed by Erich Korngold. The songs
were not new, but they were not fa-
miliar,
As poems they are natural and tender
reflections called up in the mind of a
Garman poet of exquisite senaibility by
the death of two of hiz children. For
the eompound German {itle we cannot
find an eguivalent. For the persistent-
Iy gloomy mood of the musie to which
they have been set we can as little find
justification. The eomposer would not
help us out if he were still among the
living. That the feeling with which he
filled them was polgnant and sineere
wa know, But we also know that had
he been asked the wherefore of his
setting he would have refused an ex-
planation,

Mahler's Theories Singular

Mahler's attitude toward all art, ali
muegie including his own, was & singu-
lar one, Once at a private dinner ta-
ble the conversation turred on lyrical
poeme and their composition, and he
made the eryptic remark that no artist
to whom had come a great and beau-
tiful inepitation nu%ht to give itito
the world, He should keep 1L shut up
in the shrine of his own soul. We
did not ask him how art was Lo exist
under sueh canditions or what its serv-
jca to mankind, but feft him to his
broodings., Nor did we ever question
his privilege to secure ©#s many per-
formances of his own works as he
could. As to their merits we have our

privilege of expressing them and leav-
ing them to their fate,
Nearly twelve years ago- v
January, 1910—he had Dr. Wiillner
sing ihe “Kindertotenlieder” at con-
certs of the Philharmonic Society here
and in Brooklyn.

There was no shortage of song yoes-
terdny, ecach econcert hall having ite
roeital; contraltos seoring two out of
thres, with the remaining one fur-
nished by a Greek barytone, Elaise
Gagneau, was the contralte of the aft-

A warmer and livelier atmoaphere
